Alfred BioMiff died this morning nt 


10:15 o'clock at his home in this city at 
53 West Milwaukee street. 
His death 


was the result of! a long and patient ill- 
ness with asthma. By the death ot Mr. 
BintlitTono of the early settlers of the 
city passes away. 


He was a bachelor and leaves two 


brothers. General James Bintliff, ot 
Chicago, and Gurshaw Bintliff, ot Mir.n- 
neupolis. Mr. Bintlili' was sixty-three 
years of age and was a .member of the 
Grand Army post. During the civil war 
he proved himself'to be' a brave 
soldier, 


being a member of 
the famous Fifth 


'Wisconsin Light Battery which was or 
ganized in Monroe at the breaking out 
of the war by O. F. Pinaey, 


In this battery Mr. Bintliff was a 


skilled guaner and the terrible execution 
wrought by this famous battery through- 
out the war was in a great measure due 
to Mr. Bincliff. 
Ho was rendered 
deaf 


by th<5 reports of the cannon and from 
tho government has since received a pan- 
aion on account of his deafness. 


Mr. Bintliff was a quiet mac in his 


ways and was a batchelor. 
He has 


been a resident of Janesville since the 
close of the war. He was a painter and 
also quite a boat builder and tinsmith. 


The remains will be buried 
in the 


Grand 
Army lot in Oak Hill. Col- 


onel Kimberley having made previous 
arrangements to visit Evanston the ar.

Hugh Chapin, who died yesterday was 


one of the oldest if not the oldest settler 
h Hock county, He was born July 6, 
182-1. In the'fall ot 1837 with his'par- 
ents and brothers and sisters he 
left 


Perkinsville, Vermont, for the west. On 
arriving at Milwaukee the docks were 
so short and the lake so rough that the 
the boat could not land. The boats 
then went to Chicago where they found 
all'airs a little better. 
Here they landed 


and found Chicago nothing but a small 
village built mostly on piling us the 
land was nothing but a marsh. They 
left Chicago and in a few days arrived 
at Janesville, which did not look like 
ever becoming a city like it is today. In 
those days all produce was hauled to' 
Milwaukee or Chicago markets as there 
were no railroads then. 


The Chapin family lived iu Janesville 


with Dr. Stoughton until spring, when 
thoy moved to the farm. 
Mr. Chapin 


lived on the farm in the town of Janes 
ville,. until his death, a period of 
sixty 


two years. 


He conducted the lime burning and 


stone-quarry business for thirty years, 
having lurcishod stone and lime for a 
great many of the largest buildings in 
.Tanesville. He was an upright and hon- 
est man in business and a republican in 
politics. 


He was married on April 18, 1858, to 


Harriet Townsend. 
Four children were 


born to tKem-Cora M., Albert, Arthur 
and Lillian.

He says that on hearing the 
alarm of fire he immediately ordered 
twenty men who gathered 
to 
hold 


•themselves ready, "so that when the 
designated 
hour arrived they would 


be ready to go to Meisic. where the 
American barracks are, and set on lire 
the houses about there 
to interfere 


with their coming out from the bar- 
racks, as was agreed upon in the meet- 
ing with D. Rosend Loman. The re- 
sult was that on marching to the scene 
of operations we found the calzadala 
of Azcarraga was filled with Ameri- 
cans" and with them were a number of 
country people, who cried out: 'Broth- 
ers, to the strife, for now is the hour!' 
This is what men were saying to that 
crowd, and at the proper time they 
sounded the call of our army: 
'Ad- 


vance and live.' The 
sight of that 


strange scene threw us into confuslou, 
lor we believed that all we had pre- 
pared from the beginning, as well .13 
what we saw, was prepared by the ene- 
my and his spies." 


He then ordered a retreat, and when 


they met the Americans, the colonel 
says, the latter gave his forces two 
volleys. 
He adds that his men, with 


their daggers, in a hand-to-hand con- 
flict, forced the Americans to retire! 
Other papers are among the docu- 
ments, one 
being a 
proclamation 


signed by Aguinaldo on the 24th o" 
May, 1898, which says: 


"I see the Spanish government is 


unable to struggle with certain ele- 
ments which constantly oppose the 
progress of this country, and now since 
the powerful and great North Ameri- 
can nation has come, showing a disin- 
terested protection which will enable 
us to secure the liberty of this coun- 
try, I come to assume the command 
of all forces, ready to assure the at- 
tainment of our revived aspirations." 


He said he would first establish a 


dictatorship and afterward a govern- 
ment with a cabinet. The papers are 
all translations of documents captured 
from the Filipino forces.
